Declares, Interferes 


With President. 


AVASHIXGTOX, Jan. 2:1.—Mr. Cul-

On the 10th and 15th of next month, bids 


win be opened by 'the Southern Pacific 
Railroad for the building of seven new 
sections of that thoroughfare. 


Six contracts, tin- bids for which will 


be opened on February 15, affect sixty 
miles of -the Central Pacific in Nevada. 
The seventh contract, the bids for whicn 
will be opened on February 10, is for fif- 
teen miles of new roadbed from Ogdeu 
west 'to the eastern shore of Salt Lake. 
It is estimated that the total of seventy- 
five miles of reconstructed road will cost 
about $1,600,000. 


Mr. Harriman lias decided not-to extend 


the Central Pacific into Salt'.Lake City 
and make the latter instead of Ofc'clen the 
eastern terminus of the Central 1'aeilic. 
With that object in view, he had extend- 
ed surveys, made last summer. 


He has now rejected them and will 


builrl 'the Lucm-Ofi-ilcn cut-off dec dcd up- 
on by C. P. Huntiiigton. for which pur- 
pose he had incorporated the OKden and 
Lucin Railroad Companv with a capital 
or 1-1,1)00,000. The present Central Pacific 
rente between I.ucin and Ogdcn is 140 
miles Ions and vei y expensive tu operate, 
because of the.'
